the propriety of the people of New Westminster 
cooperating with) their fellow colonists in the 
interior, in fartherance of this important, move- 
neat, The meeting took place in the Town Hall 
on Thursday evening. — The attendance was not 
w large as we could have wished ; but probably 
this might, in some measure, be owing .to the 
shortness of the notice given, and the inclemency 
The Chair was occupied by Mr. 

Clarkeon, Mr. MeMicking acting as secretary. 
The Hon. Mr. Homer, who was upon the depu- 
tation to His Excellency the Governor, explained 
the precise! state of the matter, and moved for the 
appointment of @ committee to solicit subscrip- 
tions, dwelling at some length, and in his usnal 

rtinent style, upon the importance of opening 
up the most practicable route to Kootanais mines, 
in order to secure to this Colony the trade aris 
ing (rom their development. Mr. Robson second- 
ed the resolption, with a few remarks to the same 
eflect, - The resulution was, carried unanimously, 
and Messrs. Homer, Robson, and Clarkson, were 
nominated for sald committee. We may state 
that an old mountaineer, named Harris, who has 
travelled ptetty much all over the section in qnes- 
tion, arid who hag been in the country watered 
by the Colymbia and Thompsoti rivers ever sitice 
1856, was present at the meeting and gave some 


interesting information respecting the “proposed

Sueaipan’s Heapquarrers, 
| Below Winchester, Sept. 22d. } 

The entire army advanced yeaterday at noon 
and took up a position on the heights on either 
side of Strasburg in the front of Flint Hill, The 
artillery opened on the enemy’s left, immediately 
demoralizing his skirinishing line and driving him 
further back. A shot from Tyler’s battery fired 
a bara beyond Strasburg soon after the com- 
-mencement of the firing. In the meanwhile the 
6th corps sent forward a strong skirmish line to 
develop the enemy’s strength and if possible cap- 
ture the crest forming an extensive and furmid- 
able position held by the enemy on Front Hill. 
The Federal forces advanced handsomely, driv- 
ing the rebels from the front of the crest, but no 
further. The enemy stubbornly held his own till 


the close of the afternoon, when he refused to. 


answer with a single gun. McCarthy's battery 
then advanced in skirmishing line to the left of 
the 6th corps, when the centre poured such a 
heary fire, battering the sheltered portion of the 
enemy’s line, that it caused him to retreat. Soon 
after dusk, while the batteries were still fring, 
‘the first brigade of the third division charged the 
extreme right under adeadly fire, gallantly storm- 
ing and carrying the erest which they had fought 
for unsuccessfully during the afternoon. This 
closed the day’s engagement. Loss to the 6th 
evrps, 200 ; Turbett, with Wilson and Merritt's 
division of cavalry, was sent around the moun- 
tains early in the morning. 

Latex.—Dispatches just received : Torbett 
has driven the enemy from Front Royal, 6 miles 
beyond, and is still advancing. 

Larest.— Wasnincron, 24th—Offcial dispatch- 
es.from Sheridan detail particulars of the victory 
at Fisher's Hill, but cannot yet give any definite 
account of our loss; which is small. Crook 
struck the left fank of the enemy, doubled it up, 
and advanced down the enemy’s line. Pickett’s 
divisioh of the 6th corps swung io and joined 
Crook’s ; Gétty’s and Wheaton’s divisions made 
the same movement, followed by the whole line, 
attacking beautifully. We captured the enemy's 
works. . The rebele threw down their arms in the 
greatest consternstion and abanduned moat. of 
their artillery. We pursued the enemy, driving 
him to this point with the 6th and 8th corps. 
We stopped here to rest the men and issue ra- 
tions. If Torbett pushed duwn Saray Valley, 
according te. directions, he will have achieved 
great results, Sheridan thinks there never was 
an army @0 badly routed as the enemy in this 
Valley. The rebel svldiera are hiding or guing 
to their homes. He cannot give an estimate of 
the prisoners, having pushed on regardless of 
everything. Stevenson reports that 3,000 pris 
oners had reached Winchester. Reinforcements 
and supplies had been forwarded to Sheridan.

Wasminctox, 24.—The following dispatches 
hare been received from Stevenson this morning. 
‘Two thousand prisoners bad arrived at Winches 
ter last night, 1,600 of whom were captured on 
the 19th near Winchester, 1,600 more to come.

On the evening of Sept. 17th the residents of 
Lytton held their ifirst meeting for the discussion 
of a project to catéblish a line of route most suit- 
able and practicable for the conveyance and tran- 
sit of goods to the Kootansis niines. 

Mr, R. Smith was called to the Chair and Mr. 
S Baxter appointed Secretary. 

The chairman yh the discussion by « few 
brief remarks on the practicability and feasitility 
of the project, giving @ very full and, so far ss 
we now know, correct description of the coun- 
try throngh which the expeditidh would be re- 
quired to pass. jAnd so confidént is he of its ul- 
timate success that were he a nerchant of this 
city he would willingly contribate $1,000 for its 
furtherance. He concluded hig remarks by cal- 
ling upon Mr. Dapar, a gentleman who has for 
several years resided in the Shuswap country. 

Mr. Dupar said he knew froin experience that 
from Savannah’s Ferry, through Kamloops Lake, 
and up the river connecting this with Shuswep 
Lake, and thence to the head of the latter, a dis- 
tance of 110 miles, the water sis navigable tor 
steamers of a moderate draughé of water. From 
Shuswap Lake|tu the Columbia River there is an 
old Indian trail, which has been improved, and 
now is in a suitable condition for -pack animals 
to traverse. He has travelled thie distance in 
éne day and considers it about 50 miles. 

Mr. Wm. Masten moved that s committee be 
appointed to inquire into the distances and com- 
parative merits of the various routes to the Koo- 
tenais mines. Seconded by Mr. T. Buie and car- 
ried. Messrs. Tombs, Barbrier, Butler and the 
chairman were chosen a committee, and the meet- 
ing adjourned at half-past 9 o'clock, subject to the 
call of the committee. _ | 


The residents of Lytton City held their second 
meeting on this subject on the evening of Sept. 
20th, 1864, Mr. R. Smith in the Chair and Mr. 
S. Baxter Secretary, when the following report 
of the committee was read. » 

In laying the particulars before the meeting 
it may be well to enumerate What facilities are 
already in existence ; 

In the first place there is reliable steam com- 
munication with Yale from Victoria ; from Yale 
to Cache Creek on the Bonaparte there is 110 
miles of excellent wagon foad ; from Cache 
Creek to Lake Kamloops is 20 miles, which dis- 
tance is well knuwn to be s practicable trail ; 
from the lower end of Lake Eamhops to the 
upper part of Shuswap Lake is about 110 miles, 
which for the greater part of the year is of suffi- 
cient depth of water for steahers of a moderate 
draught ; from Shuswap Luke to the Colambis 
River is 40 miles ; making in all 60 miles of 
road or trail to be constructed, which will com- 
plete our communication with the Columbia 
River. From the junction with the Columbia 
there is navigation tu the reported best paying 
section of the Kootanais mines, # distance of 200 
tniles. 

Therefore your committee'is ander the impres- 
sion that # good, practicable route can be estab- 
lished between Yale and thé Keotanais mines, 
and that if it be not the shortest one it is the 
cheapest and quickest—tskibg into consideration 
both land and water travel.”

It would be sufficient 
for him to remind them of the facilities and ad- 
vantages possessed by this foute above all others 
to assure them that we can more than success- 
fully compete with any other route to the Koo 
tanais mines. And as regards the country lying 
between Cariboo and Koutdnais, by no other ronte 
can they approach with the facilities we pussess 
to supply that portion of British Columbia. 
(Here he enumerated the Various facilities, the 
substance of which is contained in the commit- 
tee’s report.) He said further that it was his 
candid opinion that if we gould once eatablish 
this line of route we should thereby secure. by 
far the larger portion of the overland travel from 
Canada and the East, The point where the emi- 
grants first strike the Colutnbia River is at the 
‘* Boat Encampment,” from which place the dis- 
tance to Shuswap Lake is only about 150 miles, 
110 miles of which would be'eccomplished in boats 
down the Culumbia River to a point within 40 
miles of Shuswap Lake. This in itself would be 
a grand achievement, and assist us materially in 
furthering the welfare of the Colony, and espe- 
cially in settling this section of the country, 
which we all know is a rich and extensive field 
for the farmer and grezier, The present paying 
portions of the Kootenais mines are about 80 to 
100 miles north’ of the 49° of north latitude, and 
sre gradually extending ins northerly direction.
